As per applicant's argument that Baker and Wical do not teach the invention, it is noted that this argument was fully addressed in the last 
Office Action of 12/01/2004. 

As per applicant's argument that there is no proper motivation to combine Baker and Wical, the examiner recognizes that obviousness ca 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both Baker and Wical relate to conducting queries on the Internet by searchin on individual or multiple 
qualitative and quantitative categories. The motivation to modify Baker, disclosing searching for management title records and contact 
names, to include parsing the quires for key terms, and evaluating a past tense relationship of the extracted information, as disclosed in 
Wical would be to advantageously allow to tailor a search strategy to specific needs of the user, thereby increase the market value of the 
system. 
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
